All of the straw has been saved, and it 
is selling at six dollars per ton. Doubt- 
less considerable st«ok will be driven to 
other places to winter. 
Many improve- 


ments are noticeable. More attention 
has been given of lato years to opening 
up the country by means of suitable 
roads, though many more aro. needed 
than now exist. The dairy business is 
becoming the leading industry of Sierra 
Valley.

Tho water 13 used for all domestic pur 
poses in which hot or warm water is re- 
quired. This water, running along by 
tomato plants, had efficiently protected 
them from frost. 
Tha flow from this 


remarkable well is about COO gallons per 
minnte. It is in the region of the Hot 
Spring'}. 
Though no c'uomidijl uanlysis 


has been imdo of it, the water seams to 
carry some lime, and maoh c'lrbnnio 
uoid gas seems to be emitted.
